Needs Of Education 


To School Leaders 


Thousands of Alabama school. 
teachers were back in their 
classrooms this week after hear 
ing Gov. John Patterson chal- 
lenge them ‘to work constantly 
to become better teachers, con- 
fident in the knowledge that 
their efforts are important to 
their state and nation,” 


Addressing the Alabama Asso- 
cjiation’s annual convention in 
Birmingham, the governor also 
urged educators to take a more 
active part in seeking additional 
funds for education. 


“You are not going fo find 
very many legislators and public 
officials who will stand up and 
fight for more money fer schools 
on the floor of the Legislature 
if you do not stand up and sup 
port those legislators b ac k 
home,’ Goy. Patterson said. “IT 
believe education in this state 
suffered because too many peo- 
ple, including office holders and 
some educators, warited to sit it 
out on the sideline and avoid 
‘political Inrplications’,” 


Goy, Patterson pointed out 
that Alabama ranks fourth or 
fifth in the entire nation in the 
percentage of school aid coming 
from the state level, “Our state 


government puts up 70 per cent! 


of the total cost of education,” 
he said, “while the national ay- 
erage is 40 per cent, 


Urging education leaders not 
to be “over-pessimistic on pur- 
pose,” Gov. Patterson said he be 
lieved Alabama public had been 
“anesthetized by constant, 
after year warning of 
crisis after school crisis.” He 
asked that school officials give 
the people “the other side of 
the story” as well as stories of 
educational shortcomings. 


Give the people the bright 
side too, a pat on the back oc- 
casionally, and I believe it will 
awaken their inborn sense of 
pride and make them want to 
help their schools .more,” the 
governor said. 


On the bright side, Goy. Pat- 


‘terson pointed out that expendi. 


tures in the state’s elementary 
and high schools in the 1960-61 
school year totaled $176,005,869, 
or an average pf more than $241 
per student in average daily at- 
tendance. In addition, the state 
spent $34,298,960 in building new 
grade schools last year and “mil 
lions” more on trate schools, 
colleges and universities, 


“Despite what you may have 
heard in the ‘present political 
campaign, Alabama’s current ex 
penditure for public schools per 
pupil in average daily atten- 
dance is more than in Mississ- 
ippi, than in Tennessee, and in 
South Carolina, Definitely, we
